Chicago, Jun e 14.— E ight delegates 
for Colonel 
Roosevelt and eighteen 
for P resid en t Taft m arked the gains 
of th e tw o chief rivals for the Repub­ 
lican presidential nom ination from the 
decisions of contest cases by th e Re­ 
publican national com m ittee. 
In addition the co m m ittee settled 
dispu tes betw een rival Roosevelt fac­ 
tions in two N orth C arolina districts, 
th u s clearing the colonel's title to four 
votes from th a t section, m aking tw elve 
th e total nu m ber of d eleg ates placed 
to his credit. 
It w as a day of R oosevelt victories, 
J 
but victories achieved with the full 
acquiescence of th e T aft m ajority on 
the national com m ittee. 
M issouri's contests, which 
th re a t­ 
ened an o th e r battle betw een the Taft 
and Roosevelt factions in which the 
lines would be closely draw n, were so 
effectively com prom ised th a t the com- 1 
m ittee was unanim ous in giving Roose­ 
velt eight and T aft six of th e contest- 1 
ed delegates from th a t state. 
T he de­ 
cisions w ere: 
For T aft— Two each from the Sec- ' 
ond, Third, Fourth. Sixth, S eventh and 
E ighth M ississippi d istricts; two each 
from the Third, Seventh and F our­ 
teen th M issouri districts. 
For 
Roosevelt— Four delegates at 
large from M issouri; tw o each from 
th e F irst and Fifth Missouri districts; 
tw o each from the T hird and Ninth 
N orth C arolina districts. 
At the end of a w eek of con stant 
w ork over th e contested delegations ! 
th e com m ittee 
has given 
P resid ent 
T aft a total of 159 delegates and Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt a total of thirteen. 


Instructed f or Roosevelt. 


In th e N inth North Carolina dis­ 
trict the com m ittee seated the Mc- 
N inch-G reene delegation, but the con­ 
test did not involve presidential candi­ 
d ates, as both delegations were in­ 
structed for Roosevelt. 
Before ta k ­ 
ing up the N inth district contest the 
co m m ittee considered the Third dis­ 
tric t contest and seated two Roosevelt 
delegates, Marion B utler and W. S.

H e w ent to 
Algeria as a colonist and made a fail­ 
ure in that, but the birds again were 
his teachers. 
He noted th a t the sea 
birds rose. turn ed and flew a gain st the 
wind 
w ithout a 
m ovem ent of their 
wings. 
He weighed the bodies of the 
strongest, calculated w ing space and 
advanced in bis theories tow ard the 
truth. 
C asting about for a vocation, for he 
w as poor. Mouillard secured a place to 
teach draw ing at the Polytechnic school 
of Cairo. 
H ere he had ano ther oppor­ 
tunity.

He finally called 
the v ulture “the m aster of flight,” ad d ­ 
ing:

Ile observed th at birds rose 
and hung m otionless and moved w ith­ 
out beating their wings. H e rum inated 
on the air forces caused by the rising 
of bot air from th e desert and th eir cf 
feet on the flight o f the birds. H e had 
solved the m ystery. 
Stricken with illness. Mouillard could 
no longer teach draw ing. 
Ile m anaged 
to publish his “ E m pire of the Air." 
know ing its scientific value, and to 
reach Paris, w here his theories were 
well received. 
T h e Society For Aerial 
N avigation made him a m em ber, but 
no one w as ready to adv ance him m on­ 
ey for a practical d em on stratio n of bis 
theories. 
Discouraged. Mouillard returned to 
Cairo, w here he acted as cashier in a 
shop, his wife being em ployed in an 
other place 
They together earned but 
little. 
By degrees he finished his w ork 
on "F light W ith Fixed W ings.” 
Just 
before his d eath Chanute, the Amerl 
can, corresponded with Mouillard oil 
the subject of aviation. 
It is said that 
from C h anu te the knowledge gained 
from Mouillard passed to the W rights 
(But ten years before they had con 
quered the air Mouillard d i e d —Les­ 
lie’s.
